THE APOSTOLIC constitution 
opens with a reference to the Bless- 
ed Virgin as the mother and queen 
of the Catholic priest.

A part of the constitution is de- 
voted to ecclesiastical students and 
their formative aspects.

In addition to the study of 
philosophy and theology, the 
constitution says that those call-

The statement issued 
by the Justice Department made a 
request for such a rehearing. 

The case involved “Sunshine 
and Health” and “Solaire Univer- 
selle Nudisme,” publications deal- 
ing with nudism. 


The court decision makes it 
impossible for the Post Office 
Department to suspend a publi- 
eation’s mailing privileges until 
a hearing has been held. Since 
the Post Office cannot take ac- 
tion until the publication is of- 
fered for mailing, there is no 
way to stop the immediate mail- 
ing of such a magazine. 


‘Distaste for the policy or phi- 
losophy of postal obscenity laws,” 
said the Justice Department, 
“should not lead to a decision 
which leaves the (Post Office) de- 
partment with the duty but with- 
out the power to discharge it.”

Newark, N. J. —(NC)— The 
appellate division of the New Jer- 
sey Supreme Court in Trenton has 
refused to reinstate temporarily a 
law banning sale of automobiles 


on Sundays. 


A few weeks ago Superior Court 
Judge Howard Ewart had declared 
the law unconstitutional, calling it 
discriminatory. Deputy Attorney 
‘General John F. Crane had asked 
ithe appellate division to issue a 
stay of Judge Ewart’s judgment, 
pending an appeal of the decision. 


THE EFFECT of the stay would 
have been to keep the ban on Sun- 
day car sales in effect until the ap- 
peal is heard by the court, which 
would probably be next fall. But 
the appellate tribunal declined to 


grant the stay. 


The Union County Automobile 
Dealers’.
